BUSES AND TRANSFERS. 

Subway patrons may find sardonic 
amusement in the proposal to establish 
bus lines to feed a traffic already too 
heavy to be handled with comfort or 
even ‘decency. The idea would be less 
humorous if turned around and the 
subways regarded'as feeders of the 
surface lines. They need business as 
much as the subways would “be re- 
lieved by outlets for their excess busi- 
ness. The Mayor sees the advantages 
of an interchange of traffic, and has 
instructed the Board of Transportation 
to negotiate terms with the Brooklyn 
lines—but only on his own terms, viz., 
that two nickel rides shali/e given for 
one nickel. ‘That raises the question 
how far it is possible by sternness of 
negotiation to supply a ride for less 
than cost. The subways offer twenty 
miles of ride for a nickel, but the tax 
budget carries ten millions of the cost 
each year. 

The Brooklyn ‘company offers bus 
rides at cost, and proposes an ex- 
change of traffic with a dozen surface 
lines besides rapid transit points. Two 
vehicles would be more costly than 
one, but not necessarily more costly 
than the maximum ride in the sub- 
ways. A short bus ride and a short 
subway ride might so shorten the 
average ride that it could. be provided 
at a cost for the transfer which pas- 


sengers would not grudge. The effect, 


of the combination would be to revive 
districts which have been injured by 
the rush to overbuild along the subway 
spine. In Manhattan itself short east 
and west hus rides, with transfer from 
buses to surface or subway lines, 
would bring new values to residential 
districts largely abandoned because 
subway. rides at less than cost exag- 
gerated the north and south move- 
ment. A shorter ride, with a cheaper 
and more attractive home at the end 
of it, would be preferred. Essentially,

FORESTRY’S BY-PRODUCTS. 

The curse of prodigality scems still 
to linger over! many of the extrac- 
tive industries. Last week Secretary 
Hoover reminded the country how the 
very fact that the supply of certain 
fish, notably salmon, -had seemed 
limitless was partly responsible for 
their rapid extermination, and neces- 
sitated new conservation . measures. 
The wasteful manner in which we 
destroyed our forests is. only slowly 
being recognized. t this was a 


than a blessing, and their destruction 
was essential to cultivation, in no 
way minimizes the loss to the nation. 
It is also’ true that the small yields 
of our farming land.are «lirectly con- 
nected with. the siperfluity. of good 
soll which ‘until recently made it un- 
profitable tl in ‘for intensive cul-. 
tivation. -The very wealth of our 
natural resources has invited waste- 
fulness. In the early development of 
oil and of mining the same congition 


vance of science, those industries were 
quicker to realize the necessity of 
‘making the most of by-products than 
were the industries connected with 
the soil. 

The recent application of the prin- 
ciples of scientific engineering to the 
wood and pulp industries. marks an 
important advance in the right di- 
rection. The utter wastefulness . of 
the earlier lumbering operations long 
stood out as a reproach to the good 
sense of the American people. To | 
give one instance alone, the late 
JouHN Murr, ih one of his volumes on 
our national parks, describes the cut- 
ting of some of the giant redwood 
forests in California in which, through 
carelessness, about 50 per cent. of the 
available timber was wasted. Fortu- 
nately, this sort of thing no longer 
prevails, but the need of conservation 
of wood by-products is still great. In 
a recent series of articles in the 
** American Forests and Forest Life,’’ 
Dr. Louis E. Wise, Professor of 
Chemistry at the New York State Col- 
lege of Forestry, made the statement 
that of the three million” cords of 
coniferous wood used annually for the 
production of pulp, less than one-half 
actually enters into the composition 
of the finished paper. -The rest, with 
some small exceptions, goes into 
waste. Chemists have been studying 
methods of utilizing this’ waste} and 
in due time will find profitable meth- 
ods of disposing of it. Meanwhile, it 
is poured into: streams, polluting them

In the manufacture of charcoal ad- 
vanoes over the traditional methods 
have been made, somewhat comparable 
to the development: in the. ‘coke indus- 
try.

“ the hogs will have to be soaked in 
“the creek to keep the alfalfa from 
“ blowing out of their ribs.” Truly, a 
cheerless prospect! 

However, wheat is the big crop in 
Kansas, and the stories of the long 
freight trains carrying away the grain 
and the pay cars bringing back the 
money have reached the ears of mer- 
chants in other States. They have 
sent their traveling salesmen to Kan- 
sas UP the thousand, but the Emporia 
reporter tells us that they are going 
away “wiser than they came.” It is 
true that there is a big wheat crop at 
‘marvelous prices.” But the store- 
keepers are not buying. ‘They know 
the Kansas rarmer is terribly hard up 
and will for along time have to use 
all the money he can lay his hands 
upon to pay. off a part of his debts. 
So ‘it is no time to get excited about 
** the large chunks of money the Kan- 
sas farmer is going to spend for 
diamond ‘surcingles and pearl mar- 
**tingales for mother and the girls.’’ 

All told, it's a pretty hard case. . If 
it is hard for the farmer, it is still 
harder, because more _ disappointing, 
for those who have been rejoicing at 
the turn of fortune in his favor. It 
would almost seem as ‘if he were de- 
termined to keep down in the mouth 
no matter what happens. Friendly 
but gullible people in the East had 
thought of the Happy Farmer as at 
last a reality on the fertile acres of 
Kansas. But The Emporia Gazette 
tells us that “this is the year when 
Kansas is fooling them.’’ The State’s 
fixed motto apparently is, ‘“We shall 
be unhappy yet, you bet.’

A op whose. - indicated 
yield was 197,000,000 bushels in July 
and 225,000,000 in August is now held 
to promise 247,000,000, a harvest only 
once exceeded since the war. 

‘To people who wish to draw political 
implications from a “‘bumper harvest” 
‘it-will not be uninteresting to observe 
that. North Dakota, the home of polit- 
ical discontent, which harvested 58,- 
600,000 bushels in 1923 and for which 
the department predicted a 73,900,000- 
bushel yield last July and 91,600,000 in 
August, is now set down for 106,000,- 
000. The corn crop estimate is less 
cheerful. Whereas the indicated yield 
was marked “up 61,000,000 bushels a 
month ago, it is now reduced 73,000,000, 
Even so, however, the report entirely 
fulfills the hopes based on the sudden 
change in the middle corn belt from 
prolonged rain to the dry, hot weather 
of last month. The month’s deteriora- 
tion is shown to have come in States 
like Ohio and Indiana, but the forecast 
for Missouri is advanced 17,000,000 
bushels and in Kansas 25,000,000.
